1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  payment 
on  Trunk  Line  Note. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  from  Hale's  Corner  to  the  Five  Corners,  pro- 
vided the  State  shall  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
($3,000.00)  for  the  same  purpose. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  the  con- 
struction of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  four  hundred  eighteen 
dollars   ($418.30)  and  thirty  cents.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee  : 

During  the  past  year,  several  remarkable  men  and  events 
in  education  have  been  commemorated.  The  founding  of 
Harvard  College  three  hundred  years  ago  is  thus  described 
in  "New  England's  First  Fruits,"  published  shortly  after- 
wards : 

"After  God  had  carried  us  safe  to  New  England  and  we 
had  builded  our  houses,  provided  necessaries  for  our  liveli- 
hood, rear'd  convenient  places  for  God's  worship  and  settled 
the  Civil  Government,  one  of  the  next  things  we  longed  for, 
and  looked  after  was  to  advance  Learning  and  perpetuate  it 
to  Posterity " 

One  hundred  years  ago,  HORACE  MANN  resigned  his 
office  as  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  to  throw  him- 
self into  the  task  of  improving  and  extending  the  free  common 
schools  for  the  benefit  of  every  child.  He  was  first  Secretary 
of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  founder  of  the  first 
Normal  School  in  America,  and  later  President  of  Antioch

"Be  ashamed  to  die  until  you  have  won  some  victory  for 
humanity." 

This    year   is  also  being  celebrated   as   the   centennial  of 
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William  Holmes  McGuffey,  compiler  of  the  popular  series 
of  Readers  remembered  with  affection  by  those  of  an  older 
school  generation.  The  ideals  of  "Mr.  Post  and  the  Little 
Girl/'  "The  Seven  Sticks/'  "The  Arab  and  his  Horse/'  aided 
by  the  quaint  illustrations  of  that  early  series,  helped  to  lay 
the  foundations  of  "Americanism."
